CHILDREN AND BOOKS 
f-^ YMPATHY lor the child 'a point 
O of view la the greatest prob- 


lem U> be aolved today, and ft 


not only exists in the reading of 
hooka, but In their every day life — 
this failure of "grown-upe" to "get" 
their viewpoint. Some of the books 
that nave this 
thing are "Peter 


Pan," "The Little White Bird" and 
the 
"Secret 
Garden." 
Kipling's 


"Jungle Tales," "Little Lord Faun- 
tleroy," "Alice la Wonderland" and 
"The Chronlclea of 
Rebecca" are 


some others. 
But there are few 


hooka that are universal in their ap- 
peal, especially in the child world. 
What I want to say further may best 
be gained from this excerpt from the 
Monitor: 


"There ia juat one class of hooka 


that teems to meet with the appro- 
val of its particular public and that 
is boys' hooka, although that appro- 
val ia very often unshared by the 
parents and guardian*. 


"In boys' books, the youthful he- 


roes are hurried through adventure 
after adventure la the world of phy- 
sical action, aeen on tbe whole much 
from tbe standpoint of the ordinary 
observer. 
The books deal with the 


conquest of the elements, the con- 
quest Indeed of all the advene or 
untoward circumstances that human* 
Ity ia called upon to meet ia a phy- 
sical sense, and. although the vie. 
tory ia gained mostly through physi- 
cal foroe, auoh qualities aa courage. 
perseverance, and 
uprightness are 


recognised as essential and given a 
good place in the general lesson of 
the book. The pity of It ia that ao 
many outgrown conditions are kept 
alive la consciousness by the lurid 
stories; Indiana 
remain offensively 


warlike; animals are pictured aster- 
rifylngly dangerous; every corner of 
the earth that Is still in an uncivil- 
ized condition 
ia 
painted 
in Ita 


blackest colora, and the dangers of 
vea, aky and land are magnificent to 
the utmost. The attitude of the boy 
heroes la nearly always that of the 
hunter, tbe 
fighter, 
the merciless 


conqueror (la the sense of slayer) 
of man or beast. In order to feel 
properly heroic, It would seem that 
a surrounding of avil and powerful 
enemies ia essential. The aeeda of 
world wars are being laid today in 
many a so-called healthy and manly 
'boys' book.' 
Yet these books give 


an outlet for the ambitions of tbe 
younger generation to be out on the 
broad stream with 
humanity, free 


and independent; they provide exer- 
cise for imagination; they enrich 
the reader's experience of practical 
matters; submarines, 
motor-boats. 


camp life, wireless, 
mining, aero- 


nautics, are introduced to the child 
ia a vivid, understandable manner. 


"It Is scarcely to be wondered at 


that active girls turn to them with 
as much enthusiasm as their broth- 
ers show, and tosa aside their own 
'girls' books' as being namby-pamby. 
In the present state of affairs, girls 
certainly do not seem to lead In the 
world's physical 
ad\entures, but a 


good many small 
girls have equal 


ambitions with their brothers in this 
direction, and the 
stories of girls' 


schools are planned on altogether 
too small a scale. The sheltered at- 
mosphere of home life, sedulously 
cultivated by many writers for girls, 
annoys the small person who goes to 
books to know more about the groat 
big human world around her, and 
resents finding herself in a tiny cor- 
ner 
'for 
schoolgirls 
only'1 
She 


reads boys' books in order that her 
experience may grow. 


"If one wonders at the unabated 


popularit} of 
Miss Alcott's 'Little 


Women,' perhaps the title explains 
it 
Miss Alcott's 'Little Women' had

A phonograph clock which plays 


one or more selections on a phono- 
graphic attachment at any designat- 
ed hour, or hours, has been con- 
structed toy an Illinois Jeweler. The 
July Popular Mechanics Magazine 
describes the mechanism of the ap- 
paratus, which Is operated 
by a 


spring motor; the reoords, If desired, 
can be played independently of the 


clock. At the back of the timepiece, 
attached to the center pinion and 
working in unison with the minute 
hand, is a series of four switches 
which can "be so set that a different 
record will be played every 15, 30 or 
CO minutes; or the clock can be set 
to play only once in 12 hours. When 
a large phonograph is used the whole 
mechanism stands about as high as 
a hail clock.

To those who are 
importunate for the offensive his an- 
swer is patience and yet again pa- 
tience while the new munition fac- 
tories begin to produce, and he con- 
tinues his 
building.

Probably not one man out ot ten 


of the million or more under bis 
command would 
recognize him it 


they saw him. Not given to reviews 
or any kind of display, this quiet and 
studious Scotsman was the choice of

element of the army as the one fit 
by equipment, training and experi- 
*a«i to succeed S'r John French. At 
55 be la 9 years younger than Sir 
John and ten years younger than 
Joffre or von Hindenburg. 


"Tbere is a story that he entered 


tbe army as the result of a boytah 
wager.

Oxford 


with distinction before be went to 
the military

at Sandhurst. 


His choice ot arm was the cavalry, 
which baa bad so little to do so tar 
in this war. But no sooner had he 
received bis commission,

"It was in Berlin in the nineties 


that I met a Captain Haig who was 
studying Germany and the German 
army." said an Englishman.

A little hesitant 
of speech; what he did say went to 
the heart of things." 


He studied the French army, too, 


and the history of
